FBI Agent 
Testifies iifP 
Dahmer Case 

MERIDIAN, Miss. (AP) — 
FBI agent Donald A. Schlae- 
fer testified today that de- 
fendant Charles Richard No- 
bles told him he had attended 
a Ku Klux Klan meeting and 
volunteered to take part in a 
firebomb raid on the Vernon 
Dahmer home. 

Schlaefer testified in the 
trial of 11 Jones County 
Klansmen charged with con- 
spiracy in the case. The men 
are accused of plotting the 
Jan. 10, 1966 raid that result- 
ed in Dahraer’s death from 
inhaling superheated air. 

Schlaefer said he and an- 
other agent interviewed No- 
bles and were told that Nobles 
remained after the meeting to 
volunteer participation. He 
said he and another man 
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scouted the Dahmer place, 
and that once he was to lend 
his car to another individual 
but was told the job had been 
delayed because something 
had come up. 

The defense contended No- 
bles had not been warned of 
his constitutional rights when 
he made his statement, but 
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the court 1 j rukd ^Nobles ‘ was 
"notTn custody and no warn- 
ing was necessary. Schlaefer 
said Nobles had been warned 
anyway. 

The government contends Dah- 
mer’s death was the result of a 
Ku Klux Klan plot and was 
ordered because of his voter 
registration activities. , 

The 11 are charged with con- 
spiracy to intimidate Dahmer j 
because of his civil rights activi- 
ties. 1 

U.S. Dist. Court Judge Dan 2 
Russell Saturday recessed the i 
trial until today and ordered the 2 
jury of six men and six women • 
locked up over the weekend in 
a Meridian motel. 

The recess followed testimony 
by FBI Agent John Rucker of 
Meridian, who said he inter- 
viewed Henry E. Deboxtel, one 
of the defendants, on 16 occa- 
sions. Deboxtel said he was 
selected to lead a practice at- 
tack on the Dahmer property, 
but withdrew because of a per- 
sonality conflict with “another 
individual,” Rucker testified. 

He said Deboxtel also denied 
taking part in the actual attack. 
Earlier testimony by informer 
Billy Roy Pitts, a former Klans- 
man and admitted participant in 
pre-dawn raid, placed Deboxtel 
as the leader of a squad of 
attackers who set fire to 
Dahmer's store. t
